Madeline Brown x Big Ruffled Cream Seedling 


Clear Buff, practically a self, save for faint scarlet lines in 
the throat. Petals of heavy texture and nicely frilled. 66-70 
inches tall, 19-20 buds and blooms, 7-8 open, 6” in diameter. 
Placement perfect, stem strong and always straight. Bulblet 
production and germination excellent. Genuine show flower 
and florists variety. Foliage robust, erect, tall and deep green.

Description—Light Lavender Rose overlaid with Rose Purple 
stripes radiating from a small throat blotch of the same 
color. Long flower head with up to 21 buds with 6 to 8 
open at one time. Blooms 41% to 434 inches, plain petals 
of excellent texture. Blooms in 80 to 85 days. 


Growing Habits—Tall grower with strong, straight, very long 
stems which never crook. Foliage upright and very 
healthy. Bulbs disease resistant.

Description — Beautifully Ruffled Deep Salmon, somewhat 
lighter in throat with a faint Scarlet blotch. Very long 
flowerhead with up to 20 buds of which 8 will open at 
one time. Blooms 5'4 to 5% inches and of excellent 
texture. Blooms in 85 to 90 days. This variety is similar 
to Picardy but is a great improvement on it. 


A direct seedling, not a sport nor special strain. 


Growing Habits—Very tall grower with long, heavy stems 
that never crook. Foliage deep green and healthy. Robust 
in its habits.

Description — Picric Yellow, somewhat lighter toward the 
throat with no markings. Very long flowerhead with up 
to 24 buds of which 10 to 12 open at one time. Petals of 
excellent texture and frilled at the edges. Blooms 41% to 
434 inches. Blooms in 75 to 80 days. 


Growing Habits—Very tall grower with stiff, straight, long 
stems which never crook. Leaves long, upright and always 
healthy. It is a delight just to see this variety growing in 
the field or garden.

Description—Large Decorative Cream overlaid Light Pink, 
lower petals blotched Wine with a wide Cream edge. 
Petals are some ruffled and of excellent texture. Place- 
ment always very good. Very long flowerhead with as 
many as 20 buds and with 6 to 7 open. Blooms 6Y% inches. 
Blooms in 80 to 85 days. 


Growing Habits—Tall grower with medium heavy stems that 
are very strong and always straight. Foliage very broad, 
dark green and healthy.

Cream tint on the lower petals. 16 to 18 buds with 6 to 8 
open. 5-inch blooms. Unusually heavy texture. Blooms in 
75 to 80 days. 


Growing Habits—Medium tall grower with very strong stems. 
This variety 1s very robust in its growing and especially 
healthy.

Petal edges slightly ruffled; very good texture. Blooms in 
100 to 105 days. 


Growing Habits—Tall grower with an always strong, straight 
stem (have never seen a crook). Placement always de- 
pendable. ‘This one can be bloomed late and will stand 
more frost than any other variety I have ever grown.
